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TEACHERS OPPOSE
PROPOSED CHANGE

High School Association At-
tacks Plan of District
Commissioners.

“CHALLENGE THE FACTS
AND REFUTE ARGUMENTS”

Cite Control and Administration in
Forty-Eight Principal Cities of
the United States.

Citing school control and ad-
ministration in the forty-eight
principal cities of the United
States, the High School Teachers’
Association of Washington, D. C,,
in a report just adopted by the
council of that organization and
made public todayv, attacks the
proposed plan of the District
Commissioners for changing the
system of school administration
here. The report is headed as
“a challenge of their facts and a
refutation of their arguments.”

Following extensive answer to
the Commissioners’ arguments
for the chinge acvocated, as set
forth in the press following an
address by one member of the
board of Commissioners, the re-
port asks how, if the proposed
plan goes into effect, are the peo-
ple of the District to have any
voice in school affairs, and what
is the object of “this dummy
board” proposed by the Commis-
sioners.

For Concentration of Power.

The report concludes by stating: “It
is now evident that the Commissioners
would be more ‘sustained by the expe-
rience of other cities’ if they recom-
mended a more complete separation of
the publie schools of this city from the
political branches of the municipal
government., and that they would be
more consistent with their own theory
of school administration if, instead of
Increasing their own powers, they
would recommend a greater consoli-
dation of proper powers in the present
board of education.”

The statements made by the report
are based on data compiled for the
twenty-four principal commission-gov-
erned cities and the twenty-four prin-
cipal non-commission-governed cities
in the United States, as set forth in
two charts published by the Publie
School League of Buffalo, N, Y. Copies
of these charts have been ordered by
the Hizh Schoo! Teachers' Association
by + to be distributed to organiza-
tions of Washington interested in them.

The answer is submitted in reply to
the following statement quoted from
one of the Commissioners, speaking on
beh#lf of his colleagues, December 15:
“The Commissioners believe that all of-
ficers, boards, or other organizations
charged with the performance of mu-
nicipal duties should be subject to the
direction and control of the executive
board of the District government,
which is the board of Commissioners.
In this belief we are sustained by the
experience of other cities of the coun-
try, and, indeed by the genera] prog-
ress of governmental functions every-
where.”

Facts About Twenty-Four Cities.

That the “actual facts" for the twen-
ty-four principal! commission-governed
cities show only one clear-cut instance
whera the commissioners appoint the
school board (s asserted by the report.
On the other hand, it holds, there is
only one commission-governed city,
Washington, and two non-commission
governed citles, Pittsburgh and Phila-
delphia, where the judges appoint the
board of education. In thirty-three
cities the people slect their own board.

“A proper regard for the facts would
seem to prompt the Commissioners to
recommend the present method of ap-
pointing the board. or compel them to
advocate an election of the school
board by the people rather than ap-
pointment by themselves,” says the re-
port.

It continues at another point:

“Under the present system the super-
intendent of schools and board of edu-
cation, acting under the limitations of
the law, control the appointment of
teachers, ete. The Commissioners Insist
that they are °‘sustained by the experi-
ence of other cities’ in assumirg to
themselves the power to appoint teach-
ers, etc., yet the actual facts In forty-
eight cities show not a single instance
of such a practice.

Naming of Superintendent.

“Again, under the present law the
superintendent of schools is appointed
by the board of edycation. The C mis-
sloners Insist thut they are ‘sustained
by the experience of other cities' in
themse|ves appointing that official
yet the actual racts in forty-eight
citles show not one instance where the
superintendent appointed by the
commissioners. In forty-four ecities he
isn appointed by the board of educa-
tion. ;

“Inconsistencies of Plan.”

“The Commissioners advocate the
consolidation in themselves of ail the
departments of the municipal govern-
ment, including the public school sys-
tem, on the theory that centralized au-
thority s more efficlent and responsi-
ble. Not only do they Loldly ussume
that they ‘ire sustained by the ex-
perience’ of the school administration
in other cltles, but they display a
curious Inconsistency between their
proposed plan and their own theory of
municipal administration. It iz a re-
markable fact that there is actually
more consolidation and fixed responsi-
bility in the present school system than
in the system recommended by the
Commiasioners. On December 15, in a
yublic address, one of the Commission-
ers, speaking in behalf of his col-
leagues, sald, ‘they hope to see the ad-
ministrative and executive functions of
the school system vested In one man, a
director of education. Then, all re-
sponsibillty being placed cn him, when
anything goes wrong in the publie
schools everybody will know who 14 re-
sponsible.’

“The above ls what the Commission-
ers say ought to be done, the follow-
ing is what they actually propose to
do—namely, create by a new school
Jaw & director of education, who has
but the shadow of the power of the
present superintendent of schools. The
new director of education seems 10 re-

-

tain the power of direction and super-
vislon of instruction, yet he is eom-
pletely shorn of all powers of ap-
pointment, promotion, reduction and

employes,’ and ‘except as provided
otherwise herein' he is completely de-
prived of *“all the authority now vest-
ed in the superintendent.” It is diffi-
cult to see where the new director
would have any real authority even
over instruction when the instructors
are in no way responsible to him for
the appointments, promotions, reduc-
tions and removals.

No Responsible Function.

“Moreover, the Commissioners have cre-
ated a new board of edueation which
would have no responsible function, ex-
cept advice, since all the authority, dutles,
discretion and powers now vested in the
present board of education are to be trans-
ferred and vested in the Commissioners
of the District of Columbia. In addition
to a powerless director, they have added
an irresponsible board whose only power
is to talk. In other words, they have
ascattered rather than consolidated power
by giving advisory power to the new
board of education, supervisory power
over instruction to the new director of
education and appointing power 1o them-
selves. About the only consolidation that
is apparent in the proposed system Iis
the consolidation of patronage in the Com-
missioners,

“At this point two gquestions suggest
themselves to the ordinary citizen and
taxpayer: First, just how are the people
of this District to have any voice In
school affairs when they are to be rep-
resented by a dummy board of education
upon, which no representative citizen would
serve” Second, just what is the object
of this dumimy board, anyway "

Begins Investigating Alleged Plot to
Restore Deposed Dictator to
Power in Mexico.

SAN ANTONIO, Texas, January 3.—
Investigation of an alleged plot to re-
store Victoriano Huerta to power in
Mexico was begun by a federal grand
jury here today. United States District
Attorney J. L. Camp asks that Gen
Huerta, former provisional president of
Mexico, and nine other men already
arregted be indicted on the charge of
violating TUnited States neutrality
iaws.

So far as ie known none of the ac-
cused men is expected here. Gen.
Huerta, who is in custody of federal
authorities at El Paso, is seriously ill.
Pascual Orozco, alleged to have been
one of the leaders of the Huerta move-
ment, jumped bond after his arrest
withk Huerta, and was kiiled leading a
filibustering expedition In Texas.

With the otheraccused men are Jose
Delgado, Eduardo Caus, Enrique Coros-
tieta, J. B. Ratner and Ignacio Bravo.
They are at liberty on bond.
